One of the reports which has 
reached the American go vernm ent 
from a confidential source sta te s 
that M ussolini now “ babbles like a 
child” in his efforts to im press 
people with the justness of Italy ’s 
cause. 
In v iew of the lack of m o re 
positiv e 
ev idence co ncerning ll 
Duce’s m ental sta te, A m erican o f­ 
ficia ls are trea ting 
the repo rts 
with reserv e. 
They are inclined to 
interpret them as a sig n th a t M us­ 
solini probably is beco m ing mo re 
irrational rather 
than insane in 
the common sense of the wo rd. 
Cause For Worry 
Howev er, 
officia l W ash ingto n 
believ es the Italian dicta tor h as 
enoug h to worry about now to dis­ 
turb the m ind of a lm ost any man, 
especia lly one of 
his 
bombastic 
character. 
Diplomatic and other advices in­ 
dica te that the Italian peo ple are 
ex trem ely unh appy 
abo ut 
th eir 
part in th e war, and th a t th ere is 
g rowing resentm ent am o ng th em 
a g a inst th e fact th e G erm an Ges­ 
ta po v irtually co ntro ls th e co un­ 
try .

Army officers were "burned up’" 
when China’s Foreign Minister 
T. V. Soong managed to obtain 
through the White House a strato- 
liner In which to fly from Wash­ 
ington back to China. 
In the stratoliner he is taking 
ten friends, thereby using up ex­ 
tremely valuable cargo space. 
The Army did its best to block 
use of the stratoliner. 
It knew 
tons of equipment 
allocated 
to 
China were piled up, waiting for 
means of transportation. It also 
knew that T. V. Soong, long had 
battled to get more weapons for 
China. 
So the Army opposed use of the 
stratoliner. However, when T. V. 
Soong Insisted, the matter was re­ 
ferred to the White House—which 
sided with the Chinese Foreign 
Minister and ruled that he should 
have the big passenger plane. 
Only other high ranking mem­ 
ber of the diplomat circle to angle 
for a stratoliner 
was 
Madams 
Martins, Conga-dancing wife 
of 
the Brazilian Ambassador. Mad 
ame Martins was going back to 
Brazil, wanted to fly in a strato­ 
liner Instead of in an ordinary 
passenger plane.

Dr. Elliott asserted that stu­ 
dents training to be doctors, en­ 
gineers, physicists, chemists, and 
those 
teaching 
those 
subjects, 
should not be disturbed. 
“We are going to need doctors 
particularly and need them bad­ 
ly,” he said. 
“And a teacher of 
the sciences will be just as much 
a weapon of the war as a tank.” 
Students Eligible 
A proposal by Mayor F. H. La- 
Guardia. of New York, that hun­ 
dreds of thousands of college stu­ 
dents, who are subject to the 
draft, be permitted to remain in 
college after they have been in­ 
ducted into the Army was brand­ 
ed impractical by Sen. Gurney. 
La Guardia voiced the fear that 
induction of youths of 18 to 20 
will deplete colleges and deal a 
tremendous blow to higher educa­ 
tion. from which the nation will 
suffer in the future. 
There’s only one place to train 
a fighting m an-and that Is in 
the Army,” said Gurney. 
“You 
can t train boys in peacetime col­ 
lege barracks and march them to 
class rooms for military training.” 
Colleges won’t be depleted, how­ 
ever. he added. Students of medi­ 
cine. engineering and kindred spe­ 
cialized subjects will be allowed 
to complete their courses. 
“Under present law the local 
draft boards say whether a youth 
subject to the draft may remain 
in college.” he said. 
“The home 
to'\ti board knows whether the 
course is necessary. 
The War department has evi­ 
denced pointed objection to man­ 
datory legislation to keep students 
in colleges. 
Brig. Gen. M. G. 
White of the general staff ex­ 
plained that the Army believes it 
should, through regulations which 
will be followed by Selective Serv­ 
ice. decide who is to remain in col­ 
lege.

Geriatrics A Study of 
Old-Age Ills 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


THE INTRODUCTION of the 
new' medical specialty of geriatrics 
end the new science of gerontology 
is a natural result of the enormous 
relative increase in the older popu­ 
lation group. 
Geriatrics is the study of di- 
teases among the aged, and geron-

tology is the study of th* aging 
process itself. Whether they will 
ever establish themselves ss defi­ 
nite specialties is open to some 
doubt, well expressed by my 
friend, Dr. Harry Beckman, of 
Milwaukee, in his classic textbook, 
"Treatment in General Practice.” 
Dr. Beckman says that young 
men are being urged to specialize 
in geriatrics as they used to be in 
pediatrics, the specialty of the 
diseases of childhood. But as far 
as the future of the two special­ 
ties ie concerned, pediatrics is 
more successful because, first, the 
< hild has no objection to being a 
child and knows he will eoon get 
over it, whereas the oldster has 
been dreading age all his life and 
knows it will continue and get 
worse. Furthermore, old people 
don’t like to admit they are old, 
and don't like it known that they 
are being attended bv an "old age" 
•pecialist. 
Hope for Children 
Then the child has resilience on 
his side and there is more hope in 
treating it. You ere saving him 
for something, if it is only for th* 
future. And finally, old people are 
really not subject to any special 
diseases, while children are. 
On the good side is that old oeo- 
ple are very grateful for the com­ 
fort that some of the little trick! 
the geriatrician uses in treatment 
give. 
And from the doctor'* 
standpoint there is an advantage, 
in that a man of fifty is likely to 
be better pay than a kid of five. 
In a symposium on geriatrics 
held at the College of Physicians 


the following points wert brought 
out: 
All the tissues of the body do not 
age at the same rate. Th* aging 
process is poorly undaratood, and 
is probably dependent on tho na­ 
tural shrinkage of th* collagen 
tissue. 
There ie little relation between 
nutrition and longevity, but he­ 
redity plays a basic part 
Diseases of Old Ag* 
Specialists in geriatrics do not 
believe in retirement from active 
life for elderly people unless it Is 
absolutely necessary. It should, at 
any rate, be very gradual and be­ 
sides, is now almost impossible. 
The age at which a person be­ 
comes a geriatric patient is sixty. 
The common diseases among old 
people are of the heart, circulation, 
respiratory system, chronic cough 
and bronchitis, locomotion system, 
cancer (15 per cent), eyes and 
ears, diabetes, mental disturbance 
and aleoholiam. 
The aged stand surgery well 
and drugs poorly. 
The prime physical character­ 
istics of healthy old people are that 
they have good teeth and eat good 
breakfasts. 
The advantageous mental and 
emotional qualities of older people 
are poise, judgment, staying on 
the job, optimism and "slow to 
anger.” 
In diet do not allow the elderly 
to take too much liquid and soft 
food. Try food that is stimulating 
to the appetite.
